Why, indeed, as Frank 
Alillei' asks, wouldn’t it be just as logical 
to have a secretary of peace as of war, and 
as safe for Ameidca? 

We wonder if anyone really and soberly 
believes that it is impossible to be a devout 
Christian, to be a follower of Christ and 
11 is ethics, to take the lieatitudes seriously, 
and to be at the same time a loyal citizen, 
a good American? 

The United States is not, iierhaps, strictly 
speaking, a Christian nation. There is no 
oflicial connection between church and state, 
and no one who has studied the history of 
tile world would want a dov^e-tailiiig of lo- 
ligious and political activities. There is no 
religious test for citizenship or tlie right to 
hold office. Yet the large majority of 
American.s who belong to chiircli belong to 
some one or otlier of the various Christian 
churclies. They comprise two-til'tlis or more 
of our population. Millions more, tliough 
not chiircii meml)ers, hold to the Christian 
faitli. Is it imiMJSsilile for all these to be 
true to their religion and true to tlieir 
country too? 

It .seems I'idiculoiis to propound tlie que.s- 
tion. And yet it is a (|uery lliat irresistably 
propounds itself when we note liow certainly 
any courageous believer in the Sermon on 
tlie Mount, wlio proclaims its trutlis piil)- 
licly and ventures logically to apply tlicni, 
is branded a disloyal American and a “l)ol- 
shevist” by active and energetic patriots 
wliose Americanism burns with a fierce and 
consuming flame. 

Jesus was pretty much of an interna- 
lionaiist, and so, we take it, is Cod.. Surely 
an American Ciiristian should be peiniitted 
to have liankerings in tliat direction with¬ 
out being braniied as a seditionist or traitor. 
Vve have no c|uariel witli anyone (piestion- 
ing ids judgment, liis - wi.sdom. Tliat is 
properly a matter for deliate. I’ossibly 
Jesus and God and tiie seers and piopliets 
and poets are wrong about it all. and tlie 
liiindred per centers alone are rigiit. World 
peace and Inotlieily love may be, as John 
J. Ingalls said of inirity in polilic.s, only an 
iridescent dream. Truth may lie witli the 
cynics, the materialists and the militarists. 
But when they tell us vve may not dilfer 
with them and preserve our title as good 
-American citizens tiie disposition is strong 
to tell tliem to get out and stay away 
from us.

OIEURA MADRE'S business development 
^ ^ lies within ratlicr closely prescribed lim¬ 
its, l)ut great increa.se is ixissihle if tlie 
riglit coiir.se is pursued. 'I'lie groves whicli 
formerly hrouglit a large amount of revenue 
into the comniiinity are rapidly giving way 
to the sitbdivider. ’I’lieir jilace will be taken 
presumably liy residences, and when tliese 
are filled there will be furtlier devjelopnient 
of retail liusiness. 

But wlio is to occupy tlie houses wliicli 
will be built where tlie groves used to be 
and im tlie vacant lots? 

Sierra Madre is just on tlie fringe of the 
commuting zone around Los Aiigele.s. 'I'liere 
will always lie a certain proportion of tlie 
population wlio will carry on tlieir business 
in Los Angeles. But until more satisfac¬ 
tory transportation, by rail or liighway, is 
provided, there will lie a limitation on in- 
crea.sed population from tiiis source. 

Wliat Sierra Madre needs is Inisitiess at 
which people can earn their living in tlieir 
home town. The directors of tlie Chanilior 
of Commerce liave started on an attempt 
to develop tliis class of liusiness, taking a 
course which iias been advocated repeatedly 
in tlie News. 

Ligtit riianul'acturing industries would 
seem to iie tlie answer. Sierra Madre is 
not fiivorably situated for large industrial 
estaliiislinients. Heavy manufactures are 
out of the (|ue.stion, a.s well as being unde¬ 
sirable. But there is a large class of in¬ 
dustries whicli could be operated econom¬ 
ically in Sierra Madre, under the mo.st favor¬ 
able conditions imaginable for all the peo¬ 
ple connected with them. With payrolls of 
from two to two dozen employes, they 
would ])ut a large amount of money in cir¬ 
culation and the entire community would 
feel the benefit.
